The politically 
childish Wallace floundered on, 
talking about the time when this 
country would one day provide 
60,000,000 jobs, and they laughed 
at him some more. But in poli- 
tics he was blind, and stubborn. 
He was a dupe. shrewdly ex- 
ploited by Communist political 
influences, and when he was 
politically drowned in the murky 
waters of the _ fellow-traveler 
Progressive party, no one was 
surprised. In producing his po- 
litical epitaph writers gave the 
‘‘murdered little pigs’ story a 
final, inaccurate twist. 


A Sin? 

Now, we see Western cattle- 
men vearning to be cuddled in 
federal arms once more. The 
policy they now are proposing 1s 
exactly that of the depression 
years. Let the government .buy 
up great numbers of cattle, they 
demand, slaughter them, can the 
meat and send it to the needy 
countries as a part of foreign 
aid programs. 

If, wherever he is, Wallace 
smiles wryly at the irony of 
this proposal to relieve a de- 
pressed market, who is there to 
deny him the privilege? 

But the lament from the lone 
prai-ree, where President Eisen- 
hower fights a fire, is but part 
of an over-all cry.

And we recall that in 1948 Har- 
rv S. Truman used the discon- 
tent of the farmer and his anx- 
jety over farm surpluses to tor- 
pedo a supremely’ confident 
Thomas E. Dewey. 


Failure 


But, the surpluses of 1953 are 
much greater than those of 1948, 
and crop production is far in 
excess of our capacity to con- 
sume. So, as the surpluses 
mount and storage space disap- 
pears, and the administration 
produces no plan, anxiety mounts 
and we begin to hear from Eau 
Claire, Wis. 

The old cry goes up to kill the 
pigs and calves, and to dump the 
crops ... burn them, bury them, 
give them away—after the gov- 
ernment has paid for them. 

Dumping is a sign of national 
sickness and lack of a federal 
plan... it is a form of isola- 
tionism which refuses to see crop 
surplus in terms of international 
trade. President Eisenhower sees 
the problem plain. So does Secre- 
tary Benson. In most respects he 
is right in his thinking. But they

The Commerce_ Department re- 
port disclosed that Congress has 
authorized foreign aid outlays 
which would keep the program 
going to the-.end of 1955 at the 
record rate of the past year. 

As the effort to build military 
strength reached high gear last 
year, there was a dramatic re- 
versal in the roles of military and 
economic foreign aid. 


ARMS BOOST 

In the fiscal year 1952, 
July 1, 1951 to June 30, 1952, eco- 
nomic aid of all kinds amounted 
to 63 per cent of the total, while 
military aid came to 37 per cent. 
But in fiscal 1953, which ended 
last June 3, these proportions 
were exactly switched—63 per cent 
was military and 37 per cent eco- 
nomic. 

Foreign aid in fiscal 1953 was 
nearly 40 per cent bigger than the 
year before — $7,030,000,000 com- 
pared with $5,098,000,000. About 
746 million dollars of fiscal 1953 
aid—or somewhat over 10 per cent 
—Was in the form of loans by the 
Export-Import Bank and the Mu- 
tual Security Agency.

A group representing labor 
union workers already have asked

In addition, various city de- 
partments are expected to ask up- 
wards of $10,000,000 more than an- 
ticipated 1954 income for improve- 
ments and expansions. 

“However much we would like 
‘to provide more pay for workers 
and expand services, we must keep 
city finances on a sound basis,”’ 
Huie said. ‘‘That is our first duty 
to all our citizens—employes and 
taxpayers alike.”’ 

The city carried over from 1952 
a cash balance of some $2,250,000 
to operate on until 1953 taxes be- 
gan coming in, but it is expected 
that the figure will actually drop, 
possibly below the $2,000,000 figure. 
for 1954. 

Collections may actually improve 
hefore the end of the year, but 
Huie and others insist that even 
with a better percentage of col- 
lections for the final quarter, ex- 
treme caution must be exercised. 


WRONG TREND 

“What we see is the wrong 
trend,’’ Huie added. ‘‘The nation- 
al economy is not as firm as it 
once was and we see that reflect- 
ed locally. Our tax situation is 
still unsettled. we mav lose reve- 
nue which we must absorb. We 
cannot add expenses when our 
revenues are declining or danger 
signs threaten.” 

Figures in Landers’ office 
showed the city estimated it would 
collect $8,694.275 from taxes 
through Sept., 1952, but that $8,195,- 
328 was actually collected.’ This 
compares with estimated tax re- 
ceipts of $9,345,391 for the same 
period this year, with only $8,322.- 
488 collected.

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Uniform Traffic 
Code Is Starter 


All Georgia will pray that the agree- 
ment between House and Senate lead- 
ership on a uniform traffic code leads 
to adoption of such a code at the com- 
ing session of the Legislature. 

Disagreements between the 
houses delayed. passage of the measure 
at the session earlier this year. The 
growing toll of death on the highways 
permits no further delay. 

Even though many people will dis- 
agree with the change in the penalty 
for drunk driving, if watering down this 
part of the bill is necessary for passage 
of the whole, then it must be accepted. 

We hope and trust that an effective 
and workable bill will be presented 
and that the legislators will not amend 
it to death before passage. A uniform 
code for the whole state that makes no 
exceptions for individuals and localities, 
that sets up rules and penalties and 
without loopholes for evasion is an abso- 
lute first step in stopping the carnage 
on our roads. 

But let it be remembered that 
is only the first step in ending murder 
on the highways. It must be followed 
by a strengthening of the State Patrol, 
by compulsory driver training, by com- 
pulsory periodic examination of drivers 
and vehicles and elimination of road 
hazards, : 

This killing and maiming and the 
destruction of property on our high- 
wavs can and must be eliminated. It 
is the responsibility of the state and of 
every citizen of the state to work at the 
job. A uniform traffic code as a starter 
must be followed step by step by other 
measures to protect the lives of men 
and women and children that the state 
cannot afford to lose. 

We congratulate the House and Sen- 
ate leaders for agreement on minor re- 
visions that clear the way for introduc- 
tion of the Uniform Traffic Bill at the 
coming session of the General Assem- 
bly. Any other obstacle that stands in 
the way of its passage pales into insig- 
nificance when compared with the pen- 
alties of death and destruction from 
continued inaction.

On a visit to America in 1830, Alexis 
de Tocqueville; of France, wrote: 

“These Americans are the most pe- 
cullar people in the world.

What 
does he do? 

“He goes across the street and dis- 
cusses it with his neighbor. Then what 
happens? 

“A committee comes into existence 
and then the committee’ begins func- 
tioning on behalf of that need, and you 
won't believe this but it’s true. All of 
this is done without reference to any 
bureaucrat. All of this is done by the 
private citizens on their own initiative. 

“Americans of all ages, all condi- 
tions, and all dispositions consistently 
form associations ... to give entertain- 
ments, to found seminaries, to build 
inns, to construct churches, to diffuse 
books, to send missionaries to the an- 
tipodes. ... 

“The health of a democratic society 
may be measured by the quality of 
functions performed by private citi- 
zens.” |

about in 1830 is doubly true today. 
And the results of that spirit—willing- 
ness of the American people to attack

any and all problems collectively—can 
be seen in the highest standard of liv- 
ing ever achieved by man, by intel- 
lectual and technological achievements 
never before dreamed of.

Hoover Unit Proposals 


Will Save U.S. Money 


The latest report on progress of the 
Hoover Commission’s proposals on gov- 
efnment reorganization shows that 72 
per cent of them have been put into 
effect. The net saving in costs to the 
taxpayer is estimated at $4,000,000,000. 


This is proof enough that ineffi- 
clency and overlapping of functions of 
Various departments of government are 
costly and unnecessary. It is proof, too, 
that charges of waste and extrava- 
gance are justified. 


Four billion dollars will buy a lot of 
airplanes and other hardware needed in 
the defense effort. The nation cannot 
afford the luxury of waste in a period 
when our economic and financial re- 
sources are likely to be taxed for an 
indefinite period. 

Of the 273 proposals put forward by 
the commission, 116 have been com- 
pletely accomplished, 35 have been al- 
most completed and 45 have been partly 
accomplished. Political considerations 
are still holding up some of the major 
recommendations. 


By all means, the other proposals 
should be carried out as quickly as 
possible. After all, the Hoover Com- 
mission was a bipartisan undertaking. 
Its chairman was former President Hoo- 
ver and its vice chairman was Dean 
Acheson. 

In addition to the savings in money, 
the increased efficiency resulting from 
consolidation of an ever-growing and 
sprawling bureaucracy is an accom- 
plishment within itself. 

Let's quit kidding ourselves that we 
can afford to indulge in the luxury of 
extravagance and inefficiency in gov- 
ernment operations. When carried 
through the multiple agencies, a dol- 
lar saved here and there becomes big 
money. It adds up to smaller def- 
icits, fewer taxes and more money for 
defense.

Legion Should Look 
Closer at ACLU 


A year ago at its anhual convention in 
this city the American Legion adopted a 
resolution urging that the. American Civil 
Liberties Union be “‘investigated and ex- 
posed.’’ But nothing was done. The ACLU 
continued to stand up for civil liberties, 
Taking note of this situation, the Legion 
renewed its recommendation at its 1953 
St. Louis convention and again urged that 
the proper congressional committees and 
the Attorney General investigate the ACLU 
and “‘if warranted institute prosecution un- 
der the Smith and/or McCarran Act.’’ 


What seems to annoy the Legion, or the 
majority thereof, is that the ACLU fre- 
quently urges fair play for persons whom 
the Legionnaires don’t like—and, indeed, 
for persons whom most of us don’t like. 
But if the gentlemen who drew up the reso 
lutions this year and last year would take 
the trouble to sit down with spokesmen for 
the ACLU, as they have been invited to do, 
they would find that this organization is a 
stout defender of the principles upon which 
our republic was founded. The ACLU has 
denounced unfair attacks on religious, racial 
and political minorities here and likewise 
in Communist countries. It has done and 
continues to do work that would certainly 
win the approval of George Washington, 
Thomas Jefferson, Abraham Lincoln and 
some other characters whom we do not be- 
lieve the American Legion would wish to 
‘expose.”” It is too bad that so many of 
our veterans, as represented at Legion con- 
ventions, don't seem to believe in the prin- 
ciples for which they fought so valiantly.

The Authorities 
Supply a Demand 


Georgia had -some unfortunate experi- 
ence with bonds when carpetbaggers ruled 
the state, and it left a scar oneher finan- 
cial psyche. Even today the state cannot 
float an issue except to repel invasion, 

suppress insurrection or 

defend herself in time 
of war. 
Bond buyers being 
What they are, it is ex- 
tremely unlikely that 
bonds offered for sale 
under those circum- 
stances would find a 
ready market. 
The last legitimate 
issue was sold in 1838 
to finance a rail line to 
Chattanooga, The state still owns the line 
and collects a tidy annual rental from the 
lessee. This issue was retired in 1948, with 
the exception of $37,505 in bonds that never 
were presented for payment. The state 
keeps this sum in the sinking fund, just in 
case the unredeemed bonds turn up. 

These restrictions do not apply to local 
governments. They may authorize bonds 
with the approval of the voters, whether or 
not they are repelling invaders. These 
bonds are morfgages against property, and 
are paid off by special taxes on that prop- 
erty. ‘Conservative Georgia, to prevent 
over-mortgaging, limits the amount to 7 
per cent of the assessed valuation of this 
real estate. 

Whether it is because most Georgia prop- 
erty is worthless, or whether it is because 
assessments are badly out of line with true 
values, this restriction limits the bonding 
ability of the average county to around 
$300,000. This figure is a drop in the bucket 
when the cost of schools, roads, water sys- 
tems and other necessities are concerned. 

From this situation has developed the 
revenue certificate and the authority. 

Revenue certificates are not bonds, and 
are not always liens on property. They are 
self-liquidating. Water revenue certificates 
for instance, are retired by the water bills 
of the customers along the new lines. 


The authority is a child of the state, 
sired by the General Assembly. It can 
sell revenue certificates for projects which 
benefit the entire state. So far Georgia 
has established the following authorities: 
School Building, University System, Toll 
Road, Toll Bridge, Free Bridge, Hospital, 
State Office Building and State Ports. 

The two bridge authorities and the toll 
road group are yet to sell a certificate. 
Combined debts of the others amount to 
$141,687,000. This money is being used to 
construct whatever the authority was estab- 
lished to build. The certificates will be 
retired by rentals from the users of these 
facilities. 

For many years Georgia lagged in pro- 
viding its citizens with the services they 
needed. The authorities were set up to pro- 
vide these services in response to popular 
demand. They were the best answer to the 
question of how to raise money cheaply and 
constitutionally,

The Farmer Holds 


Balance of Power 


WASHINGTON—Which is the most pow- 
erful group politically in our country? 

The answer probably would be “the 
farmers” and, if any proof is needed, we 
seem to have it again. This is in the way 
Republican Party leaders were thrown into 
the jitters by a single, 
isolated special election 
in which a total of 49,- 
062 votes were cast, 
namely that in Wiscon- 
sin’s Ninth District 
where Democrats elect- 
ed a member of the 
House of Representa- 
tives for the first time. 

Immediately Repub- 
licans saw the hand of 
the farmer, though Jabor 
also is represented there, and it is a tribute 
i os power of the farmer that the setback 
in'this one district was accepted promptly 
as a barometer of farm discontent over our 
vast agricultural domain. 

We saw that power exert itself only last 
November when the farmers trooped back 
into the Republican Party to sweep the 
whole agricultural Midwest into the Repub- 
lican column and build up what has come to 
be known as “‘the Eisenhower landslide.’’ 
Farmers, of course, cannot take entire 
credit for that upheaval. Many others con- 
tributed. 

But it was the farmers four years be- 
fore, in 1948, who proved the balance of 
power and decided that Harry S. Truman 
would be President for another four years, 
though Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New York 
had been virtually conceded the election 
until election day itself. Farmers were dis- 
pleased then over the failure of the 80th 
Republican Congress to provide sufficient 
grain storage, a ‘‘sleeper’’ issue which un- 
knowing city slickers who are predominant 
in Eastern campaign headquarters did not 
wake up to until too late. 

Though supposedly individualists, farm- 
ers are organized more effectively, both 
economically and politically, than any other 
group. It was not always so. They began 
to organize on a.large scale and to operate 
lobbies here in Washington after the first 
World War when, because of the loss of 
foreign markets after the war, the surplus 
problem became more and more acute. 

Agrarian distress grew out of the surplus 
problem in the early 1920s, in fact, it ex- 
pressed itself in the 1922 congressional elec- 
tions which sent to Washington a number 
of what were then known as “radical’’ or 
‘insurgept’’ members who bespoke the 
complaints of farmers and fought for fed- 
eral farm relief legislation. Their proposed 
solution, the McNary-Haugen Bill, was ve- 
toed by Presidents Coolidge and Hoover, 
and it was not until 10 years after the 
first wave of farni relief agitators arrived 
here that the political rebellion of 1932 
swept out the Republican regime that had 
established itself here in 1920. By 1932, of 
course, the depression had extended from 
the farm to the cities. 

But it doesn’t take 10 years any more 
for the farmers to register themselves with 
Washington.

Watkinsville—I enjoyed the editorial re- 
garding two Memphis officers who were 
fired because they allowed a motorist to 
talk them out af giving him a traffic ticket. 
Let’s carry that a little further and de- 
mand that Georgia set up stations through- 
out the state to test both trucks and pas- 
senger cars twice a year. 

Trucks in Illinois must be’ inspected 
twice yearly for lights, brakes, windshield 
Wipers and otler things which might cause 
an accide Chicago has done likewise 
and, after it is determined vour car needs 
repairing, you are given a certain number 
of days to have it repaired and to get back 
to the inspection station. In the mean- 
time you are given a slip telling the trou- 
ble with your car and when it is to be re- 
turned for inspection, 

In the case of truck inspection, local 
garages are allowed to make the inspection, 
charging the owner a dollar for the job and, 
for passenger cars, 50 cents. These _in- 
spection agencies also are held responsi- 
ble for accidents which can be proved to 
be caused by faulty inspection. Then the 
state or city takes them off the list of official 
inspection stations and appoints another in 
the area, This system is also profitable 
for these garages, as many motorists will 
have the auto or truck repaired on the spot 
in order to get the safety sticker and be 


‘on their way for another six months of 


driving without fearing the policeman. This 
may not be the answer to many accidenis 
but is at least food for thought.

WASHINGTON -- The late President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt used to say that 
congressional elections are essentially ‘‘lo- 
cal,’’ especially when a presidential nomi- 
nee isn’t running, and he lived to see the

The special election 
in Wisconsin last week, 
in which a Democrat 
defeated a Republican 
for Congress, is being 
mistakenly interpreted 
as a sign that the Re- 
publican Party is not as 

ee strong as President Ei- 
senhower. Actually, in 1950—before Ike ran 
—the Republicans captured:22 out of 26 gov- 
ernorships in the states outside the Solid 
South. In 1952, the Republican Party again 
won governorships in nearly all the North- 
érn states and the vote in several instances 
exceeded what Eisenhower got. 

There is'no more illusory myth in politics 
than the claim about a presidential nominee 
being stronger than his own party in con- 
gressional elections just because his total 
vote is larger than the total vote for Con- 
gress. In every presidential election in the 
last half century the successful presidential 
nominee has run ahead of the congressional! 
nominees except once, and that was in 1948 
when the Democratic candidates for Con- 
gress generally ran ahead of President 
Truman. 

Very little was heard then about Truman 
being weaker than his party. The election 
statistics, usually compiled many months 
later, attracted very little attention and did 
not offset impressions of his political 
strength formed after election day in No- 
vember, 1948, 

The latest statistics for the 1952 election 
show that there isn’t the slightest evidence 


to prove Eisenhower was everywhere 
stronger than his party in November, 1952. 

There is evidence that, because of the 
separation of ballots, hundreds of thousands 
of persons didn't vote for members of Con- 
gress on either ticket although they did 
vote for president. In California, for in- 
stance, 578,000 persons who votoed for Pres- 
ident didn't vote for either congressional 
ticket. 4 

In New York state, 218,000 presidential 
voters failed to vote for any congressional! 
candidate. Minnesota was an exception, as 
nearly 9,000 more persons there voted for 
members of the House than for president. 
Also in that same state Senator Thye, Re- 
publican—the victor in the senatorial con- 
test—ran 22,000 votes ahead of Eisenhower, 
who also carried the state. 

In West Virginia, even if former Senator 
Revercomb, Republican, had polled as 
many votes as Eisenhower got, he still 
would have been deficient by 50,000, which 
was the excess that Senator Kilgore, Demo- 
crat, got over Eisenhower. 

Again in Vermont, as in Minnesota, the 


Republican senatorial nominee ran ahead 


of Eisenhower. Senator Flanders received 
nearly 2,000 votes more than Eisenhower. 

In Kentucky, John Cooper, Republican, 
won the race for senator and Eisenhower 
lost the state. 

In Missouri, while Ike carried the state 
by 30,000 votes, Stuart Symington, Demo- 
crat, ran 49,000 votes ahead of Eisenhower. 

In Rhode Island Senator Pastore, Demo- 
crat, ran 15,000 ahead of Eisenhower, who 
carried the state. 

In many a state, the unsuccessful Demo- 
cratic nominee for senator or for Congress 
ran ahead of Stevenson but ffiled neverthe- 
less to overcome the majority vote of the 
Republican nominee for Congress. Yet one 
hasn't heard much talk about Stevenson he- 
ing weaker than his party.

With more than passing interest did I 
read the Street Poll in the paper a Sunday 
or so ago.

Far more bothersome than an occasional 
baby erying are the grown-up babies in the 
ehurch, St. Paul said, ‘‘When I hecame a 
man, I put away childish things’ ‘I Cor. 
13:11). Instead of leading a mighty bat- 
talion in the army of the Lord, it some- 
times seems the preacher has to run an 
adult nursery. In every church there are 
some big babies that need to be carried out, 

It doesn't take a great calamity to make 
a baby cry. Just a slight discomfort is 
enough and his crying is always about 
something that happens to him 

It makes no difference if its mother has 
worked all day and needs rest and sleep, 
the baby will set up a yell in the middle 
of the night and disturb everybody. There 
are people in the church who never get 
concerned about the interests of the King- 
dom of God but are always howling over 
some little personal hurt. 

A baby demands attention. It makes no 
ditference how much work the mother has, 
the baby wants to be nursed and humored 
and be the center of attraction.

The baby expects to be carried, but as 
it grows it should learn to walk by itself. 
It is pitiful to see a grownup who, through 
lack of development, never 
was able to walk. In the church there are 
those who never think of carrying their 
part. It is usually true that the ones who 
give the trouble are the ones doing 
the least. The critics are those 
sitting on the sidelines. 

Most churches have a nursery for the 
little babies. There thev are set apart in 
a place where their crying does not disturb. 
If anyone has a workable plan for an adult 
nursery, please let it be known.

An Educator Has 


Say on Schools

Recently, a Dr. Lynd 

has drawn a further in- 

dictment in a_ book, 

“Quackery in_ the 

Schools.’’ An educator 

who has read the book 

rises to answer the ac- 

cusation. He is Doug McR 

perintendent in charge of curriculum in the 
Fulton County school system. Abridged, 
here is his review of the Lynd tone: 

‘Dr. Lynd’s book is an old and cracked 
record. The notion that the schools do not 
regard fundamentals as important is, of 
course, absurd. More intelligent attention 
is being given them than ever before. ... 
More teachers than ever before know, not 
only what is in the books, but something 
about the children themselves. 

“This latter interest 1s apparently what 
Dr. Lynd calls quackery. 

“Well, most teachers feel today it is 
highly important to know something about 
children and how they grow—mentally, 
physically, and spiritually—and the obvious 
relationship of this growth to the experi- 
ences of the classroom. Most teachers be- 
lieve in professional competence as well as 
in subject matter competence.’ 

Of fundamentals, he says surely we have 
more poor spellers and poor readers in 
school than ever before and we have more 
good spellers and readers, too. The reason 
is simple—we have more children in school 
than ever before. 

Certainly, the McRae brief continues, the 
colleges must give refresher courses for 
high school graduates. Colleges no longer 
get only the exceptionally gifted as they 
did in 1800. In 1890, the high schools en- 
rolied only 7 per cent of the youth of high 
school age. Today they get almost 75 
per cent, 

He insists the schools are meeting the 
needs of the college-bound and cites the 
fact that, except for Greek, the same 
courses are available in the system that 
were in the curriculum 30 years ago. Many 
more have been added. 

He cites, too, the Southern Association 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools report 
which shows that only 3.2 per cent of the 
graduates from the Fulton system who went 
to college last year failed as freshmen. 

The McRae conclusion: ‘‘Education must 
be concerned with those gifted and fortu- 
nate enough to go through the college and 
the univer@#y, and it is. But education 
must also be concerned with improving the 
literacy of all our people. To these ends 
we are dedicated and for these reasons our 
teachers are reading, studying, traveling 
and even consorting with education profes- 
sors. 

“If Dr. Lynd is suggesting that we de 
otherwise, he is not denouncing quackery, 
he is proposing it.”

Operated on a non-proft basis, 
students must pay a small tuition 
according to the director, but a 
few association otuesingmaate are 
available. 

Twenty youngsters, for the 
most part brain-damaged or 
mongoloids, are currently enroll- 
ed in the small school located 
in one of the Church of the Re 
deemer’s buildings. 

Faculty members, in addition 
to Miss Cobb, are Mrs. Robert 
Chenoweth, former public school 
teacher with training for handi- 
capped children, and Miss Ra- 
chel Bond, a college student with 
previous experience teaching the 
mentally-retarded. 

The school is one of two non- 
profit institutions of its type in 
the city, according to Mr. Ed- 
wards.
